REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION

In response to the Examiner's Office Action mailed June 18, 2002, the due date for which 
having been extended one (1) month to October 18, 2002, please consider the following remarks 
in connection with the above-identified application. 


REMARKS 

At the outset, the Examiner is thanked for the review and consideration of the present 
application. Additionally, the Examiner is thanked for granting and conducting several 
telephonic interviews to discuss the presently claimed invention and the rejection in the Office 
Action. 

The Examiner's Office Action dated June 18, 2002 has been received and its contents 
reviewed. Filed concurrently herewith is a Request for a One-Month Extension of Time which 
extends the shortened statutory period for response to October 18, 2002. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully submit that this response is being timely filed. Claims 1-3, 5-7, and 9 are 
pending in the present application, of which claims 1 and 6 are independent. 

Referring now to the detailed Office Action, claims 1-3, 5-7, and 9 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable over Akahori et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,218,299 - hereafter 
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Akahori) in view of Homma et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,420,075 - hereafter Homma) or Kobayashi 
et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,214,748 - hereafter Kobayashi). This rejection is respectfully traversed 
at least for the reasons provided below. 

An object of the present invention is forming a fluorine-containing organic film using 
fluorocarbon gas of CsFg, C3F6 or C4F6 and allowing the fluorine-containing organic film to be 
densified without the necessity of transporting a substrate with the fluorine-containing organic 
film formed thereon from a film deposition apparatus to another processing apparatus. 

In the rejection, the Examiner asserts that the cited reference to Akahori discloses that 
fluorocarbon is C n F m , where n,m are integers (see col. 7, lines 40-46), therefore, it is obvious that 
it includes: CsFg, C3F6 or C4F6. 

However, Akahori does not disclose the range of the integers n and m of the fluorocarbon 
C n F m . Further, according to the producing technique of the fluorocarbon gas, the number of 
integers of n and m in Akahori are infinite. Hence, based on the chemical formula of C n F m of 
Akahori, the fluorocarbon gas of the present invention is not specifically disclosed and cannot be 
inferred without proper suggest or motivation. 

Moreover, Akahori specifically discloses CF4, C2F6, C3F8, C4F8, C2F2, C2F4 , C(CF3>4 and 
(C2F 5 ) 4 but fails to disclose or suggest C 5 Fg, C3F 6 or C 4 F 6 of the presently claimed invention, 
which is particularly desirable for its atmospheric life of one year or less and is preferred for 
reducing global warming, as disclosed at least in, e.g., page 6, lines 23-24 of the specification. 

As Akahori fails to teach, disclose, or suggest C5F8, C3F6 or C4F6, the combination of 
Akahori with Homma and Kobayashi is improper. Therefore, Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the § 103(a) rejection of claims 1-3, 5-7, and 9. 


Having responded to all rejections set forth in the outstanding Final Office Action, it is 
submitted that claims 1-3, 5-7, and 9 are now in condition for allowance. An early and favorable 
Notice of Allowance is respectfully solicited. In the event that the Examiner is of the opinion 
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that a brief telephone or personal interview will facilitate allowance of one or more of the above 
claims, the Examiner is courteously requested to contact Applicants' undersigned representative.
